The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason 
for allowance is the inclusion of a first adjusting means for fixing the foot rest at a desired angle 
relative to the foot platform frame, and a second adjusting means for fixing the seat at a desired 
angle relative to the seat platform frame, the first means comprising an adjustment plate with a 
plurality of adjustment apertures the receive a locking pin to lock the foot rest at a desired angle, 
and the second means comprising a swivel block extending down from the seat, a threaded pitch 
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rod having a first end pivotally attached to the seat platform frame and a second end threadedly 
attached to the swivel block, and a pitch wheel attached to the rod for grasping and turning the 
rod. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed features absent the applicant's 
own disclosure.
